In the Summer the sun sets in the northwest in the tem- 
perate zone. The hottest part of the day is in the early 
afternoon, when the more direct rays of the sun strike the 
roof of the house. Later in the afternoon, the rays pour di- 
tectly on the west wall of the house, heating it to an un- 
comfortable degree. 


A tree located to shade the wall and roof in the afternoon 
will keep house temperatures more comfortable. This helps to 
eliminate the well-known “attic furnace.” By having a tree 
shade the west wall and roof of the house you will be pro- 
tected from the hot sun when and where you most require 
such protection. Likewise, you can plant different kinds of 
trees, such as fruit, or other flowering trees around your 
Pioperty to give you shade where you want it, at the time 
of the year you most desire it.
